History of 322d Field Artillery. 

History of the 322d Field Artillery (Yale University 
Press: New Haven, Conn.). In a foreword the explana- 
tion is made that from the day the regiment was formed 
Lieut. Col. Augustus B. Warfield, U.S.A., who as colonel 
took command of the organization, had in view the future 
preparation of a regimental history. Soon after the regi- 
ment arrived in Germany, in December, 1918, he issued 


an order appointing an editorial hoard, which was to 
compile the work, the board consisting of seventeen offi- 
cers, with four enlisted men from each company as rep- 
resentatives. The members of the board, officers and en- 
listed men, were asked to write chronicles of their in- 
dividual units, which was done. These were collected 
by Lieut. C. L. Reed, while other work was done by 
Capts. E. C. Noyes, G. S. W. Webber and Newell Gar- 
field, Lieut. T. Briggs and a number of enlisted men. 
The history is therefore a composite work. Every view- 
point is expressed and every group in the regiment de- 
scribed by some of its own members. The organization's 
movements from the time it was formed at Fort Benja- 
min Harrison, on June 15, 1917, until its demobilization 
at Camp Merritt, in May, 1919, after excellent service 
in the World War, are recorded in these individual con- 
tributions. Herein are told not only the doings of the 
regiment itself but the happenings to the different bat- 
teries while in the United States and overseas. In addi- 
tion to some full-page photographs and diagrams there 
are very many snapshot photographs, which add to the 
interest of the book. 
Century Magazine's Fiftieth Anniversary. 

The Century Magazine is celebrating its fiftieth hirth- 
day with the publication of the October number of that 
long distinguished monthly. In some published reminis- 
cences of the Century's career is recalled how Gen. W. T. 
Sherman visited Richard Watson Gilder, then editor of 
the magazine, on a certain occasion and stood before the 
open fire in the editor’s room for two hours telling the 
story of his famous raid. There is also related the tale 
of how Germany sent a warship to the port of New York 
to receive all the proofs in existence of a suppressed in- 
terview with the Emperor William, the “killing” of the 
interview having been done at the request of the German 
government. The warship took the proofs to sea and 
threw them overboard in the cases in which they were 
packed. But as the cases floated they were hauled on 
board again and two officers were given the duty of tear- 
ing up the proof sheets and throwing them into the ship’s 
furnaces where they were burned “without a trace.” 





Marine Engineer’s Handbook, by Lieut. Comdr. Frank 
W. Sterling, U.S.N. (McGraw-Hill Book Co.: New 
York). While Commander Sterling is editor-in-chief of 
this useful -work, prepared for designing and operating 
engineers and also students, much of it consists of mat- 
ter obtained from or contributed by the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering, U.S.N., the U.S. Naval Experiment Sta- 
tion, at Annapolis, the U.S. Naval and Fuel Oil Testing 
Plant, the Journal of the American Society of Naval 
Engineers, and by Prof. Lionel S. Marks, editor-in-chief 
of the Mechanical Engineer’s Handbook, to all of which 
sources the editor expresses his thanks. These include 
some thirty specialists in various branches of marine 
engineering. Much of this work was accomplished by 
Commander Sterling during the World War. The book 
is a pioneer in its field, and the lack of standardization. 
in marine engineering made the presentation of the data 
it contains difficult. Contained in various sections such 
subjects are considered as mathematical tables and for- 
mulae and mechanics of rigid bodies, non-ferréus and 
ferrous metals, heat, fuels and combustion, oil fuel burn- 
ing, marine boilers, turbines and mechanical reduction 
gears, reciprocating engines, marine Diesel engines, 
vacuum and condensers, auxiliary machinery, marine elec- 
trical installation, lubrication and lubricants, piping, 
valves and fittings, measuring the horsepower of marine 
engines, tests, trials and inspection of machinery and 
classification societies. There are many illustrations and 
also an index. 

The Salonica Side-Show, by V. J. Seligman (EK. P. 
Dutton and Co.: New York). ‘The author, a civilian, 
describes the campaign of the British forces in Salonica 
from July, 1917, to the corresponding month of 1918. The 
fighting which brought Bulgaria to her knees, with the 
valuable assistance of the Serbian forces, is related in an 
interesting way. The former king of Greece, Constantine, 
is declared to have at first been in favor of Greece throw- 
ing in her lot with the Entente, but through Germany’s 
plotting and the machinations of his queen, Sophie, sister 
of the Kaiser, he changed his attitude and openly showed 
his sympathy for the Central Powers. The loss of his 
throne and the downfall of the Greek monarchy which 
followed the author refers to as a “tragedy.” 

Fragments Away from France, by Capt. Bruce Bairns- 
father (G. P. Putnam’s Sons: New York). “Old Bill,” 
whose delicious humor during the World War as a pri- 
vate in the British army in France and in Flanders 
amused hundreds of thousands of readers overseas and 
also in this country, here appears. This time his evolu- 
tion from the Biblical age to the beginning of the World 
War is depicted in the clever form which Captain Bairns- 
father has made so familiar. There are also some car- 
toons of “Old Bill” showing him under other than war- 
like circumstances. 

The Uncensored Letters of a Canteen Girl (Henry 
Holt and Co.: New York). The author fails to reveal 
her identity, but for what reason is not apparent. She 
says she served with the American Expeditionary Forces 
during the World War and that the letters now appear- 
ing were written for two friends, but could not be mailed 
at the time because of the strict Army censorship then 
existing. After reading them it is probable the im- 
pression will be gained by many persons that insofar 
as any information they contain might be conveyed to 
the enemy to the Allies disadvantage is concerned, they 
might have been mailed without feag of il] results.

EDUCATION AND THE U.S. SOLDIER. 

The relationship between education and the U.S. sol- 
dier continues to be a tepic of much discussion among 
the officers on duty at Washington as well as at Army 
posts. There seems te be a unanimity in the opinion 
that for the enlisted man whose contract runs but one 
year the existing scheme of education is net likely to 
prove of much benefit, nor wiil the time available for 
training in the duty of a soldier be sufficient to turn out 
a man who would be adequately trained to give a good 
account of himself in an emergency.- From an officer who 
is a graduate of the U.S. Military Academy and who has 
been an instruetor at West Peint, comes the. suggestion 
that enlistment in the Army should be for three years as 
the prerequisite to attaining adequate tr:‘ning as a sol- 
dier and also training through education for return to 


civil life with an equipment commensurate with the three » 


years’ time spent im the Service. This officer is of the 
opinion that the first two years of an enlistment period 
sould stress training to make a soldier, but the enlisted 
man should also be compelled to take one or two hours 
a day in schools which would teach language, history, 
geography, etc., in classes taught by Army officers. He 


holds that every officer should be capable of imparting’ 


sueb instruction, and that any officer incapable of such 
duty has no business in the Army.. + 

For ‘the ‘third year of the enlistnient ‘period: the asl 
dier, in the scheme outlined, would attend great schools 
wholly “devoted to vocational training ‘which should be 
established in the corps areas at camps, posts or stations 
adjacent to industrial centers. For. example, at Fert 
Sheridan, Chicago, ;this’ offfeé? would have a fully 
equipped institution where the soldier would be im reality 
nothing but a student. He weuld be absolved from all 
military duties, except’ perhaps the ceremony of guard 
mount ence a week and evening parade. It would be a 
school pure and simple, with the best civilian instructors 
available on the faculty, but under military control and 
diseipline—devoted to intensive instruction and having 
the very best equipment possible. For the promiotion of 
athletics it is suggested that’ Wednesday and Saturday 
be half holidays, so that each school could develop foot- 
ball, baseball, track athletic and other teams which 
inight compete with other schools in the Army system, or 
outside. nm addition fraternity and society features 
world be eneouraged to promote loyalty and esprit among 
the student body. In fact, in its own peculiar activity 
each school under this plan would be a miniature West 
Point. 

“Snch a scheme,” said its proponent, “would have men 
going out of the Service who would be trained soldiers, 
with all the mental and physical bencfits which accrue 
from this training; and also well set up by a year’s in- 
tensive instruction in a vocation to fit them to take their 
places alongside the young men in a particular industry 
who had just finished their apprenticeship. Such a man, 
whose whole time was concentrated upon his studies, and 
not distracted by the onerous duties of a post, such as 
kitehem police and old guard fatigue, would be the very 
best influence for attracting the right sort of men to the 
Army. He would return to civil life an enthusiast for 
and a warm supporter of the Army, appreciative of what 
he got out of it and grateful to the country which gave 
him his big opportunity which, after all, is actually the 
big thing. 

“We must have an Army to do an Army’s job; all 
else is secondary,” be continued. “The Army must be 


prépared for every emergency, whether it be” trouble 
ou the border or a coal strike. In either eventuality, 
trained soldiers would be required. We have some 
190,000 men on paper; of these 50,000 are overseas, some 
20,000 on the border, ‘and the rest largely in the. staff 


‘ corps, leaving very few soldiers in- the combatant arms. © 
Approximately the enlistment of three-year men to-day is 


fifty-two per cent. and from my experience I am con- 
vinced that the forty-eight per cent. enlisted for one 
year could hardly be expected to be schooled in the train- 
ing of a soldier before their enlistment expired, particu- 
larly if nearly half their time in the Service is devoted 
to education and vocational training. I do not present 
a complete program, but merely an outline for considera- 
tion and hope that there will be Army-wide discussion 
of it, and in fact of the relationship between education 
and the duties of a soldier within the Army. I realize 
that we did big things overseas after the armistice in 
edueation with our ewn equipment and that so generously 
placed at our disposal by France and Great Britain. We 
are all proud of that record and we will be prov4, too, if 
the Army does attain to the stature of being the greatest 
university in the world. We have made first steps in 
the right direction; but we still are learning, and it ap- 
pears to me to be the duty of every forward-looking 
Army officer to give his best thoughts to this important 
matter and to communicate them so that they may be 
eonsidered by his brothers in arms as well as by the 
authorities at Washingten whe are in control of our 
Army education system. The latter have done wonderful 
things for the enlisted personne! and in justifying the 
Army to the people in peace time im the return to civil 
life of the soldier better equipped than ever before and 
better able to uphold his American citizenship than were 
he to have had nothing but strictly military duty to per- 
form during the term of his enlistment.”

UNFOUNDED CHARGE BY CAPPER’S WEEKLY. 
Assault on Army Has No Foundation in Feet. 

In Capper’s Weekly of June 42 there appeared a story, 
to which a Texas subscriber called our attention, stating 
that a Mrs. Elem Cooper, of McAlester, Okla., “begs to 
differ with the opimien that the Army sent the boys back 
home im better condition than it took them.” Accord- 
ing to this story Mrs. Cooper charged that “the Army 
returned her sen after two years of service with two 





_wounds and with eyesight ruined by gas. But worse 


than all the rest with a dishomorable discharge.” The 
narrative then tells that Cooper was in a barber shop 
in France, after the signing of the armistice when a 
second lieutenant entered the shop “in @ semi-druaken 
condition,” “cursed and abused the boys shamefully” and 
threw a bottle whieh struek Cooper in the face knock- 
ing loose three ef his teeth and almost cutting off his 
upper lip, whereupon Cooper “gave the officer the thrash- 
ing he richly deserved,” but was afterwards court-mar- 
tialed and “sentenced to eighteen months’ im the brig and 
half starved.” The writer of the story then declares: 
“This is not an unusual example of-Prussiapism in the 
American Army.” 

Our correspondent, who sent us the clipping containing 
this tale writes: “There seéms:to be entirely too much 
reference, to ‘Prussianism’ in Capper’s Weekly, I am a 
farmex and: a subseriber-te>the above*paper, but I detest 
being bored with sueh references to our Army... I haye. 
never seen Prussianism in my expérietees in both ‘Na-' 
tional Guard and“Regulur Arniy,. where I spent several” 
years as enlisted man and officer.* There-aré many times mes 
that things dé not. run smoothly in, the” ‘Afiiiy, “ain =

Capper's Weekly, 
which is published by Arthur Capper,. United. States 
Sevator from Kansas, was Submitted to the War*Depart-* 


ment and an unavailimg search made in the records of . 


the Tudge Adveeate Generui’s office for a court-martial’ 
trial of a private named Cooper in which testimony was 
given such as that stated in the story. The War De- 
partment then requested the editor of the paper to sup- 
ply the full mame of the Cooper who had been “<dis- 
graced,” and received uo response. Letters from un- 
official sources to Capper’s Weekly asking for the same 
information were also ignored by this publication owned 
by the Kansas. Senator. Every effort to gain assistance 
frem the paper toward a confirmation or refutation of 
this story, covering a period of several months, has failed 
for the reason that the policy of the paper is evidently 
one of silence toward those who would disclose the truth 
back of its outrageous attacks on the U.S. Army. If 
this matter should come to the attention of any of the 
men who the article states were with Cooper, the Army 
arp Navy Journat would be obliged if they will give the 
full name of Cooper and data concerning his organiza 

tion, so that the War Department may be enabled to 
disclose the facts.

U.S. ARMY DEPOSIT FUND. 
Success of Enlisted Men’s Savings Bank. 

Thousands of the enlisted personnel of the Regular 
Army are investing monthly a portion of their pay im 
the Span Deposit Fund, created by the act of May 15, 
1872, and which returns four per cent. interest annually. 
Mere than 25,000 soldiers cach month deposit five dol- 
lars oF more with the Government to this fund, accord- 
ing to Brig. Gen. Herbert M. Lord, U.S.A:, Chief of 
Finance. Nearly fifty years ago the War Department 
took steps to interest soldicrs in saving their money by 
instituting a savings deposit bank in the Army. ‘The 
act of May 15, 3872, amended by the act of June 12, 
1906, made provision so that enlisted men were given 
opportunity to make deposits of woney with wny pay- 
master, the Government paying four per cent. interest. 
The money is not subject to witiidrawa! unless at the 
instamee of the depositor, nor is it open to forfeifurs 
and may remain on deposit until the soldier is scpara‘ed 
from the Service. The deposit, however, is forfeited om 
desertion. These deposits are also exempted from Ua- 
bility for soldiers’ débts. Every indication points to @ 
greatly renewed interest on the part of the present ete 
listed personnel of the Army in the Deposit Fun’. Sot 
diers are realizing that this is a safe imvestment. ‘iman- 
nancially remunerative and consequently the tots! of 
depositors continues to increase. 

During the World War there was an immedise 
marked increase im the number of depositors notwitn 
standing demands for Government msurance, family ak 
letments and the several Liberty loans. At the end of 
the fiscal year, June 30, 1919, there were 251.‘TE de 
positors and the amount en deposit aggregated $7,631,- 
110.37. The imterest paid by the Government for ths 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1920, was $331,283.65. 

The fund is earried im the Treasury as a trust fund 
and each year Congress provides an appropriation in the 
Army Appropriation act to cover the interest. The act 
of June 4, 1920, carried a $100,000 appropriation for 
this item. Recommendations have been made at varions 
times that the deposits be placed on interest with some 
Federal banking imstitution and that the War. Depert- 
ment pay to the soldiers the interest the money earns 
While Lindley M. Garrison was Secretary of War seri- 
ous consideration was given to this plan, but the pre 
posal, which was discussed by the House Committee on 
Military Affairs in 1917, failed to seeure the approval of 
the majority of the committee. 

There is no organized effort on the part of the Army 
to encourage enlisted men to make deposits, brt in a 
number of instamees, especially in connection with the 
Philippine Scouts, such encouragement is given. Veteran 
enlisted men who retire-to eivil life after thirty ycars® 
serviee usually have deposits amounting to severa! thou 
sand dollars. General Lord paid one enlisted man whe 
left the Service something more than $8,000 and in an- 
other case a veteran sergeant returned te civil. life with 
$10,000 which he saved by taking advantage of this fond 
savings account. Many enlisted men become what is 
termed in the Army “soldier-bankers,”).and that.they are 
successful is indicated by the bank accounts.they. carry. 
Since the establishment of the,fund the Government — 
paid out to the enlisted personnel in interest $3,2 
048.50. In 1877 the interest totaled _¥49,713. 89, a

the Regular Navy, the opinion of the Judge Advocate 


General of the Navy, to which reference was made in- 


our issue of Sept. 11, page 41, also took into considera- 
tion whether all service in the Coast Guard shal! count 


as naval service. Section 5 limits the age of officerg 
appointed to the line, Construction Corps and. Supply 


Corps to thirty-five years, and tie age of officers ap 
pointed to the Corps of Chaplains, Medical, Dental and 
Civil Engineering Corps to forty-three years. A pro 
viso in this section states: “That said age limits shall 
be increased im the cases of officers who have rendered 
prior service as paymaster’s clerks, or as mates, or as 
warrant or commissioned oflicers in the naval service te 
the extent of all prior naval service.” As to whether all 
service in the Coast Guard shall count as naval service 
within the meaning of this proviso, 
dered in the Coast Guard in the World War under the 
jurisdiction of the Navy Department, the opinion of the 
Judge Advocate General is that “only sueh Coast Guard 
service should be counted as naval service as was ren 
dered under the jurisdiction of the Navy Department, 
that is, when the Coast Guard was operating as a part 
of the Navy im accordance with law.” As ail Coast 
Guard service under the Navy ceased Aug. 28, 1919, 
under this opinion the ages of Coast Guard officers trans- 
ferred under the provisions of the act of June 4 wili be 
limited to thirty-seven years and five months, and forty- 
five years and five months, respectively. The Treasury 
Department has yet to give its approval to applitants 
who are desirous of transferriug to the Navy.

Crepir ror TEMPORARY COMMISSIONED SERVICE. 
Temporary officers, who have received appointment in 
the Regular Army under act of June 4, 1920, will re- 
Ceive credit for all service rendered as a commissioned 
officer since April 6, 1917. This will apply to those ap- 
Pointed in the grade of first lieutenant, Medical Depart- 


ment, in their promotion to the grade of captain. As 
soon as a first lieutenant in the Medical Department has 
completed three years’ service, he immediately is eligible 
for his captaincy. Announcement at the Office of the 
Surgeon General, Sept. 23, concerning this provision of 
the act of June 4, on promotion, said that many of those 
officers who accept their commissions will within a short 
time be promoted to grade of captain, provided period of 
service is three years or more from April 6, 1917. In a 
number of cases promotion will date from July 1, 1920.

APPOINTMENTS IN ARMY NUMBER 4,970. 
Acceptances Slow in Reaching War Department. 

When the final selecting board, o2 which Gen. John J. 
Pershing, U.S.A., is president, adjourned on Sept. 23 
until December, the board had put its stamp of aps 
proval upon 4,970 applicants who passed the examina- 
tions held in July for appointment in the Regular Army. 
It is uncertain whether the number of appointments that 
are accepted will equal the total number approved by 
the final board, as the acceptances have been coming in 
to the War Department very slowly. It has also de- 
veloped that many of the officer-candidates have found 
their civilian engagements difficult to adjust with the 
orders to report within two weeks after tender of ap- 
pointment, so that instead of acceptances there are reach- 
ing the War Department many inquiries as to how these 
difficulties may be adjusted. The policy adopted by the 
War Department is thus stated: 

“Appointees will be instructed to accept or decline the 
specified appointment tendered within forty-eight hours 
after receipt. Unanswered tenders will be followed up 
with a view to securing replies as expeditiously as possi- 
ble. A failure to accept within a reasonable time will 
be regarded as a declination of appointment. At the 
time the appointment is tendered the appointee will be 
informed at what military station to report for duty 
under his new commission, and will be directed to re- 
port thereat within two weeks of the receipt of such in- 
structions. The orders issued will be explicit and posi- 
tive and will be adhered to without «xception.” The 
War Department also stated that “commanding officers 
will be authorized in their discretion to grant leaves of 
absence to appointees when necessary to settle their per- 
sonal affairs or for other reasons.’ There is an evident 
misunderstanding of the regulations laid down in this 
matter, or appointees are not fully informed as to the 
policy adopted. 

The War Department, adhering to its purpose of mak- 
ing it plain that there can be no deviation from the regu- 
lations applying to qualified applicants who decline ap- 
pointments tendered them and later accept said appoint- 
ments, and also applying to qualified applicants who ac- 
cept said appointments, and also applying to qualified 
applicants who accept and later desire to decline ap- 
pointments, on Sept. 21 directed: “That a qualified ap- 
plicant for appointment in the Regular Army, under pro- 
visions of the act of Congress approved June 4, 1920, 
who has been tendered appointment in the Regular Army 
and has accepted said appointment and later declines ap- 
pointment, be informed (by The Adjutani General) that 
the acceptance of his appointment ves’. him with the 
office tendered and that he cannot subs:«uently decline. 
If the appointee is under orders to report for duty, he 
will be informed that those orders are to be obeyed and 
that, upon reporting. if he desires to do so he may tender 
his resignation for the consideration of the War De 
partment. . . . That a qualified applicant for per- 
manent appointment who has been tendered an appoint- 
ment, be treated, until the selection of appointees under 
the act of June 4, 1920, is completed, as an applicant 
who has accepted the original appointment tendered.” 
This policy is strictly in accordance with the law, and 
applicants coming under the specifications above should 
govern themselves accordingly—keeping in mind the next 
legal step that the War Department must take. That 
means, in cases where resignation of an appointee has 
not been submitted to the War Department, that the 
appointee will after three months be declared a deserter 
and such notation made on his record on file in the War 
Department. ¢ 

From Aug. 31, then the first appointments were an- 
nounced, up to and including Sept. 21, The Adjutant 
General’s Office had made 3,589 tenders of appointment. 
In the same period there had been only 1,216 accept- 
ances, while sixty-five appointees declined commissions. 
Among the latter, it is evident, were some former emer- 
gency officers who merely took the examinations to sat- 
isfy themselves that they could qualify, but with no 
idea of accepting appointment. The low percentage of 
acceptances also is due to faulty addresses of many can- 
didates, as pointed out in our issue of Sept. 18. The 
Adjutant General’s Office is doing everything humanly 
possible to expedite the business of appointment and ac- 
ceptance, and the officers handling this task are work- 
ing without thought of hours. That the boards of re- 
view in the various branches of the Service handled 
these cases most efficiently is indicated by the fact that 
of the 5.218 candidates who were found qualified the 
final selecting board failed to approve only 248. The 
total number of candidates that failed of approval was 
4,790, and the total of those failing to appear for ex- 
amination was 4,423. The reservoir of officer material 
was therefore 14,431. 

The candidates for field grades who qualified through 
examination in July, according to reports available on 
Sept. 21, approximated five in the grade of colonel, 
twenty-seven in the grade of lieutenant colonel and 282 
in the grade of major. Approximately sixteen who 
sought commissions in the grade of colonel, 100 in that 
of lieutenant colonel and 810 in that of major were dis- 
qualified cither physically or professionally. It is ap- 
parent that the reservation on the promotion list of ten 
vacancies in the grade of colonel and eighty-one in the 
grade of lieutenant colonel for appointees was ample 
and the prospect is bright for a flow of promotion imme: 
diately the matter of appointments has been cpncluded. 
In fact the calling up for examination of captains down 
to and including the U.S. Military Academy class of 
1915 is evidence that the War Department is satisfied 
that there will be approximately 500 vacancies in the 
field grades when the single list has been adjusted to the 
new officers coming into the Service. 

The lists of appointments printed in the Army AND 
Navy JourNnat to date contain the names of approxi- 
mately 3,900 officers to whom appointment has been ten- 
dered. The final lists, containing upwards of 1,000 
names, will be printed in a later issue. 

New Appointment Examination Boards to Meet. 

Orders were issued by the War Department on Sept. 
21 directing corps area commanders to convene not to 
exceed ten boards in each corps area for the examination 
of candidates for appointment in the Regular Army to 





fill 200 vacancies left over from the July examinations. 
The boards will meet not later than Oct. 15 to study th 
regulations governing the examinations and to mak 
ready to begin work promptly on 25. All 

of the board must be Regular Army officers of not 1 
than ten years’ service, if available, of field rank. Any 
candidate who does not report on or before Oct. 31 wil 
not be examined. These examinations wil be conducted 
under the same regulations as the ones held in July. No 
candidate can be examined by the unless author- 
ized by The Adjutant General ef the Army. Applica- 
tions will be received only until Oct. 9. 


Errors Affecting Disqualification to be Examined. 

Cases of exceptional applicants for appointment to the 
commissioned personnel of the Regular Army, in which 
manifest error has been discovered in their records, but 
which discrepancies were not established until the appli- 
cant had been informed of his disqualification for ap- 
pointment, will be taken up by the War Department after 
Oct. 1. In several instances candidates in this situation 
unfortunately omitted important data when they filed 
their records for the July examinations. In order to 
meet this situation the War Department made a ruling 
to the effect that the case of any applicant already ex- 
amined and disqualified either for physcial or other rea- 
sons would be reconsidered in those cases which are 
based upon a subsequently discovered manifest error. 
This action was printed in our issue of Sept. 18, e 
69. ‘The chiefs of the various arms and corps of the 
Service will co-operate with the Central Reeords Branch 
in the matter of reconsideration for the purpose of com- 
pleting the cases for reconsideration within the earliest 
practicable date. Officer-candidates finding themselves in 
this predicament will not suffer any loss of service, as 
all commissious granted in accordance with the Reorgan- 
ization act of June 4, will take date from July 1, 1920.

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DUTIES OF CHIEFS OF COMBATANT ARMS. 
Policy of War Department Outlined. 
War Department policy on duties and responsibilities 





‘ of chiefs of combatant arms was approved by the Secre- 


tary of War on Sept. 18. The policy, which defines the 
provisions which will govern the chiefs of all combatant 
arms as defined in Section 2, Army Reorganization act 
of June 4, 1920, states: 

Chiefs of combatant arms are under the supervision of 
the Chief of Staff in all matters relating to their arm. 
The chief of each of the combatant arms shall furnish 
the Chief of Staff with information and advice on all 
questions affecting his particular arm. He will exercise 
direct supervision and control of the special Service 
schools and the special boards of his arm. He shall 
formulate and develop the tactical doctrines of his arm 
in accordance with the War Department doctrine which 
requires that the Army be trained for offensive combat. 
By means of the agencies at his disposition, he will pre- 
pare the necessary manuals, training literature and train- 
ing memoranda relating to the employment, instruction 
and training of his arm and to the care and use of ma- 
terial and equipment, which after being submitted to the 
Chief of Staff and approved by the Secretary of War will 
be distributed by The Adjutant General of the Army to 
the Services for its information and guidance. He will 
co-operate with the chiefs of supply services in developing 
the armament and equipment of his arm and will submit 
to the Chief of Staff such recommendation as to arma- 
ment and equipment as may be necessary. 

He will submit to the Chief of Staff such recommenda- 
tions as to the training and instructions of units of his 
own arm, including units of his arm of the R.O.T.C., as 
he may consider advisable. He will confer with the ap- 
propriate agencies of the War Department in all matters 
connected with the organization, training and instruc- 
tion, equipment and general administration, and effi- 
ciency of the personnel and the organizations of his own 
arm in the Organized Reserves and the National Guard. 
He will co-operate with the Personnel Bureau of The 
Adjutant General's Department and will recommend offi- 
cers of his arm to be detailed as students at Service 
schools, at technical, professional, and other educational 
institutions and for other similar duties and will make 
recommendations for the appointment, assignment, trans- 
fer, examination and retirement in all cases of officers 
and warrant officers and in cases not covered by regula- 
tions of non-commissioned officers and other enlisted men 
of his arm. He will recommend to the Chief of Staff 
visits of himself or his representatives to such places as 
may be necessary for the purposes of examination and 
recommendation to insure the efficiency of bis arm. 

The offices of the chiefs of combatant arms are not 
offices of record for any subject matter inclu in Para- 
graph 774, Army Regulations. The recorfis of these 
offices will include a correspondence file for all official 
correspondence originating in or referred to these offices, 
a document file for copies of such correspondgnee, and 
other matter as pertains to the duties of these offices in 
the study, research and development of the efficiency of 
their arm and a record of personnel which shall not be 
maintained as a duplicate of the records of The Adjutant 
General’s Office, but shall contain only such pertinent 
extracts of the officers’ efficiency records of Tie Adju- 
tant General's Office as will enable the chiefs of the arms 
to act intelligently and expeditiously in so far as they 
are concerned in making recommendations as to per- 
sonnel under provisions above. By using the complete 
efficiency and other records of personnel on file in the 
Personnel Bureau of The Adjutant General’s Office 
chiefs of combatant arms will classify the Regular and 
Reserve commissioned personnel of their arms according 
to the method now in use in the Operations Division, 
War Department General Staff. Nothing in this order 
is to be construed as changing any order or regulations 
relative to the offices of these chiefs of combatant arms 
to which have been assigned by law and regulation sup- 
ply and operating duties in addition to duties connected 
with combatant arms.

Major David L. Roscoe, Cav., U.S.A., who was re 


- cently retired from active service for disability incident 


thereto, caused by severe injuries sustained while play- 
ing polo in California, had an excellent record of ser- 
viee covering a period of more than twenty-six years. 
He was born in Tennessee, Feb. 20, 1874, and entered 
the Regular Army as a private in Troop C, 4th Cavalry, 
April 13, 1899, and after rising to the rank of sergeant 
he was appointed a second lieutenant, Ist Cavalry, in 
1901. Major Roscoe was a civil engineer in the U.S. 
Coast and Geodetie Survey Service prior to the Spanish- 
American War and was badly injured while going to the 
assistance of injured and drowning comrades near De- 
struction Island, off the coast of Washington, in 1894. 
Upon the declaration of war against Spain, Major Ros- 
coe qualified as a volunteer ensign in the Navy and after 
the battle of Santiago he sought active service in the 
Army and joined the 4th Cavalry in the Philippine 
Islands, serying with it through its many. arduous cam- 


 paigns and battles. It. was while serving with that regi- 


ment as a sergeant that, with a detchment of three men, 
he entered a building and captured an entire outpost of 
insurgents consisting of thirty-three of General. Trias’ 
army. The sentinel on. post had fallen asleep and the 
outpost .was totally surprised. A few hours later an- 
other of Sergeant Roscoe’s detachments—at that time 
consisting of Private Quinn and Private Munro (now 
Major Munro of -the Cavalry)—held at bay more than 
thirty insurgents until relieved. With Private Munre 
standing guard below, Sergeant Roscoe then entered the 
dark loft. of the building and compelled the surrender of 
four insurgent officers, one of whom was Lieut. Col. 
Feliciano Antonio, formerly of General Aguinaldo’s staff 
and at the time of his capture was chief of staff to Gen- 
eral Trias. Beth Roscoe and. Munro were appointed 
second lieutenants: of Cavalry a few months later and 
were assigned to the same regiment—the Ist Cavalry. 
Major, Roscoe early,in the. World War entered the Avia- 
tion Scetion of the Signal Corps and was sent to Canada 
to complete and execute the “reciprocal agreement” with 
the British government by which American aviators were 
trained in Canada. He later took the British Royal 
Flying Corps to Fort Worth, Texas, where, as command- 
ant, he built and organized the three aviation fields near 
that city. He organized at Taliaferro’ Field the first 
school of aerial gunnery in the United States. In recog- 
nition of his services the British government recently 
awarded to him the Cross of the Order of the British 
Empire with rank of commander. Upon the inspection 
of Major Roscoe's command in Canada the inspector 
general, Col. J. F. Reynolds Landis, U.S.A., reecom- 
mended his advancement two grades. He was accord- 
ingly promoted from captain to lieutenant colonel. About 
three months later he was again promoted to a colonecy 
and shortly before he left the Air Service he was recom- 
mended by another inspector general for promotion te 
brigadier general. Finding it impossible to get overseas 
in the Air Service, Major Roscoe reported himself avail- 
able for transfer to line troops and was relieved “with- 
ent prejudice” from the Air Service and assigned to the 
Fietd Artillery as major. In less than two months he 
was promoted to the grade of lieutenant colonel and a 
short time afterwards was again recommended by his 
brigade commander for promotion to the grade of colonel 
of Artillery. The armistice was signed ten days later, 
however, and promotions were stopped. Major Roscoe 
is a graduate of the Army School of the Line, the Army 
Signal School and the Artillery School of Fire, is an ex- 
cellent horseman, and an expert rifleman and pistol shot. 

Major John 8S. Davis, Inf., U.S.A., who has been on 
duty at Camp Zachary Taylor, Ky., was retired from 
active service Sept. 20, 1920, on account of physical dis- 
ability incident thereto. Major Davis, who was last on 


duty at Camp Zachary Taylor, Ky., was born in North 
Carolina, Dec. 31, 1870, and entered the Regular Army 
as a private in the 4th Artillery April 19, 1892.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Col. Clarence A. Stedman, U.S.A,, retired, died in 
Washington, D.C., Sept. 19, 1920, where he made his 
home at 1703 New Hampshire avenue. Colonel Sted- 
man was a veteran of Indian and Spanish wars, and the 
part of his active service was spent in the West. 
He was born in Massachusetts, March 29, 1846, and was 
graduated from the U.S.M.A,, class of 1870, when he was 
assigned to the 9th Cavalry. His active service began 
with duty on the frontier at Fort Clark, Texas, Oct. 8, 
INS70, where he was actively engaged in scouting to June 
11, 1875, and he took part in the expedition to Indian 
territory, September, 1874, to Jan. 15, 1875. He subse- 
quently served at Fort Brown, Texas; Fort Garland, 
Colo.; Santa Fe and Fort. Marey, N.M., and Fort Riley, 
Kas., to June, 1885, where his time was largely occu- 
pied in scouting work. He was later on frontier duty in 
Nebraska and was in command of Troop F, 9th Cavalry, 
which made up a part of the battalion under the then 
Major Guy V. Henry, in the campaign against Sioux 
Indians at Pine Ridge Agency, S.D., in command of 
Major Gen. Nelson A. Miles, March to June, 1895. He 
was on detached service in the field as part of the 2d 
Squadron, 9th Cavalry, in the expedition to Jackson's 
Hole country against Bannock Indians, October, 1895, 
to June, 1896. He was in the field at Suggs Station, 
Wryo., in 1896, on account of trouble among cattlemen, 
and among other service took part’in the campaign in 
Cuba against the Spaniards im 1898, being in command 
of a troop and squadron, 9th Cavalry, in the expedition 
against Santiago, and he was ir the battle of San Juan 
and the subsequent operations oi the Ist Brigade, Cav- 
alry Division, 5th Army Corps, round about Santiago. 
After the war with Spain Colonel Stedman was on duty 
at Fort Apache, Ariz., to Aug. 11, 1899, and was then 
assigned to duty at New Haven, Conn., for a few months, 
his first tour east in twenty-nine years. He became 
major, 10th Cavalry, April 8, 1890; lieutenant. colonel, 
4th Cavalry, June 9, 1922, and colonel, 5th Cavalry, Aug. 
16, 1903. In 1900 Colonel Stedman was ordered to 
duty in Cuba, where he remained until April, 1902, and 
went to Fort Riley, and later to Forts- Logan, Colo., and 
Huachuea, Ariz. He was retired at his own request 
Aug. 20, 1908, after forty years of efficient service. 

In addition to the facts we published in our issue of 
Sept. 18, 1920, page 62, concerning the death of Col. 
Charles Wilkinson Penrose, U.S.A., retired, on Sept. 15, 
1920, at Lancaster, Pa., a correspondent sends the 
following: “Colonel Pénrose died in the Lancaster Gen- 
eral Hospital of chronic heart trouble, complicated with 
typhus. He was in the hospital but a week, coming 
from Wernersville, Pa., where he had gone in search of 
health. He was a son of Brig. Gen. William H. Pen- 
rose, U.S.A., and a grandson of Major James Wilkinson 
Penrose, U.S.A., killed during the Mexican War. He 
was also a descendant of Major Gen. James Wilkinson, 
whose middle name he bore. On his mothers side he was 
descended from Major Gen. Jacob Brown of Lundy Lane 
fame. He married Miss Lucy W. Townsend, daughter 
of Major Gen. Edwin F. Townsend, U.S.A., in Novem- 
ber, 1893. She survives him, and also his brother, Col. 
George H. Penrose, Q.M. Corps, now depot quartermas- 
ter at Omaha, Neb. The body of Colonel Penrose was 
taken to Washington and was buried on Sept. 17 from 
the chapel at Fort Myer and interred at Arlington in 
the lot next to his father, General Penrose. Chaplain 
Cc. €. Pieree, U.S.A., officiated. Chaplain Pierce also 
married Colonel Penrose and Miss Townsend in 1893 
and also officiated at the burial of Colonel Penrose’s 
father and mother. Colonel Penrose was a member of 
the M.O.L.L.U.S8. of the state of Wisconsin. The pall- 
bearers were Major General Harris, The Adjutant Gen- 
eral; Major General Holbrook, Chief of Cavalry; Col- 
onels Penn (Inf.), Getty (Inf.), Geddings (Med. Corps) 
and. Newgarden (Med. Corps). During the World War 
he was ordered into active service and was for a short 
time stationed at Fort Thomas in command of the War 
Prison Barracks of that place. He carried out his ardu- 
ous duties with great efficiency and success and was so 
faithful in their performance that he overtaxed his 
strength and never recovered his health.” 

Col. Adolphus G..Gassen, N.G. California, formerly 
on the staff of Gov. H. H. Markham, died at his home in 
San Diego, Calif., Sept. 10, 1920. He was born in 
Alsace-Lorraine seventy-three years ago. He leaves two 
daughters, Mrs. Marston, wife of Lieut.

H. L. Hall. @.M.C. Reserve, formerly of the Construe- 
tion Division, writes from Plainfield, N.J.: “I believe 
this officer was on temporary or emergency duty until 
less than a few months since with the Construction Di- 
vision in charge of the accounting section. His home 
was Savannah, Ga. While I was construction quarter- 
master at Camp Gordon I had frequent official communi- 
cation personally with Colonel Neville relative to ac- 
counts and the reports of field anditors. If it -is the 
same officer I refer to, a fine officer and an attractive per- 
sonality has been cruelly sacrificed.” 

Lieut. Colin Barr MeClure, O.R.C., U.S.A., late pilot 
7th Aero Squadron, U.S.A., was among those instantly 
killed in the bomb explosion in Wall street, New York 
city, Sept. 16, 1920. He took up military training at 
the first Plattsburg camp and was later transferred to 
the Air Service and was commissioned a second lieuten- 
ant at Lake Charles, La.. in 1917. He served as an in- 
structor at Gerstner Field and later with the 7th Aero 
Squadron at France Field, Canal Zone, from November, 
1918, to September, 1919. 

Major Charles F. King, Med. Corps, U.S.A., retired, 
died at Riverside, Calif., Sept. 8, 1920. He was born in 
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Pennsylvania, July 22, 1879. and was commissioned in

after previously serving as an oflicer in the M.RLC. * 
Capt. Robert W. Greable, 79th Field Art., U.S.A, 


died at Fort Riley, Kas., Sept. 11, 1920. “His s y 
qualities,” says the C.O, of the 79th Field Artillery in 
announcing his death, “have won him the respect and 
admiration of the officers and men of the regiment, and 
all those with whem he came in contact.” Captain 
Greable entered the 2Zlst Kansas Infantry (Volunteers), 
May 7, 1898, and entered the Regular Army as stable 
sergeant, Sth Battery, Field Artillery, Aug. 2, 1899, and 
in this organization he served from Oct. 7, 1899, to July

NOTES OF ARMY PERSONNEL. 

Major Gen. C..C. Williams, Chief of Ordnance, U.S. 
A., has an instructive article in the Journal of the 
Franklin Institute for September, 1920, on the “Types 
of Artillery Equipment Used by the A.E.F. in France, 
with a Brief Discussion of their Uses and the Reasons for 
their Adoption.”

the Bureau of Explosives of the American Railway As- 
sociation, in New York city, in the New York Evening 
Sun of Sept. 22 analyzes the results of the explosion in 
Wall street on Sept. 16 which killed thirty-five persons 
and injured many more. In the welter of loose com- 
ment and wild speculation as to the causes of the dis- 
aster it is refreshing to read a comment based on ex- 
pert’ knowledge and scientific analysis of the known facts. 
Colonel Dunn discusses only the question that lies within 
his special field of knowledge, the nature of the explo- 
sive used. He draws the conclusion that it was a mix- 
ture of potash and some finely divided combustible sub- 
stances such as charcoal, powdered aluminum, sulphide of 
antimony, gum rosin, etc.; ingredients such as are used 
in “bombs” manufactured for fireworks displays, and 
easily obtained. The character of the explosion, in Colo- 
nel Dunn’s opinion, indicates that neither dynamite, nor 
picrie acid, nor TNT, nor black powder was the explo- 
sive used. “Colonel Dunn,” says the Evening Sun, “is 
one of the foremost authorities on explosives in the 
United States. During the war he returned to the active 
list to serve in connection with the manufacture of mu- 
nitions. He is the inventor of ‘dunnite,’ or ‘Explosive 
D,’ as it ‘is officially known, used as a shell filler in big 
projectiles. His findings’ in the Wall street bomb case 
are expected to open new trails for the investigators .who 
are. seeking the perpetrators of the crime.”

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“STAGNATION” AND THE SINGLE LIST. 

No Fear of This Under New Promotion Plan. 
There is a feeling of apprehension among somé officers 
of the Regular Army that under the single list for pro- 
motion there is bound to be stagnation in the flow of 


promotion. It may be more accurate to attribute this 


feeling to officers inclincd to miss the temporarily accel- 
erated promotion of the past which was obtained by leg- 
islation increasing the strength of one or more arms. 


And yet in all such legislation, beneficial though it may 
have been for those in the Service or appointed immedi- 
ately after the legislation was enacted, no consideration 
was given to the prospects of men to be appointed later. 
In the evolution of the single list, however, the prospect 
of future promotion was the chief point kept in mind, 
as was evident during the hearings of the Committees on 
Military Affairs in 1919, which were concentrated upon 
this particular point. It was found that, despite the 
corrective intentions relative to stagnation contained in 
the act of Feb. 2, 1901, and the act of June 3, 1916, 
there had been only slight improvement. The point in- 


sisted on in the hearings was that among the officers 
commissioned in the line, constituting four-fifths of the 
Army, the rate of promotion had been so slow as to turn 
able men away from the Army as a career, and it had 
tended to destroy the energy and initiative of many of 
those who had adopted an Army career. Since 1916 
promotion had been accelerated by an increase of more 
than 100 per cent. in the commissioned strength and by 


the casualties resulting from the World War. Never- 
theless, stagnation was certain to exist within three or 
four years, and in every grade within ten or twelve 


years, unless the situation was relieved. The fact was 
well known that thero were in the Army captains of 
more than twenty years’ commissioned service, and it 


was recognized that if the country was to have an efli- 
cient Army a permanent remedy had to be found. It was 


agreed by the members of the Military Committees that 
the country could not continue indefinitely the practice 
of increasing the Army every four or five years, which, 
under existing statute, was the only way to insure early 


promotion to line officers. The remedy suggested was the 
single list, arranged according to active commissioned 
serviee witheut regard to the branches im which officers 
are commissioned. If it were reasonably possible to re- 
arrange the proportions in the various grades, this 
might solve the problem. 

The primary reason, khown to all Army officers of long 
service, why the line had so few and the staff so many 
field officers before 1898S, was found in the circumstance 
that line officers were then allowed only in the numbers 
necessary for tactical organizations, Each regiment should 
have a colonel and a lieutenant colonel, each battalion a 
major, and each company a captain and so on. No more 
line officers were allowed than were supposed to be neces 
sary for the proper handling of tactical units.. In the 
staff departments no such limitations were imposed. 
The duties of many staff positions could be equally well 
performed by a major or a captain or a first lieutenant, 
and the grades were distributed so as to insure a fair 
rate of advancement. The same thing. was possible for 
the line. It is true that a tactical organization should 
not be given an unduly large number of officers, or offi- 
cers of unduly high rank, but until very recently the 
law did not recognize, although it was a matter of com- 
mon knowledge, that there must always be a consider 
able number of line officers in addition to those who are 
doing duty with tactical. organizations Even twenty 
years ago the necessity of drawing off officers from troops 
for duty as instructors or students at schools, with the 
militia, at War Departtment and the territorial depart- 
ment headquarters, etc., had occasionally impaired the 
efficiency of the organizations which were thus left short- 
handed. Since that time the number of officers on de- 
tached service has steadily increased, and necessarily so. 
Modern conditions of war require more thorough instruc- 
tion of officers, and the number that must be detached as 
students and instructors is therefore much greater than 
a few years ago. The attention given to the training. of 
the militia, the extension of military instruction in civil 
institutions, etc., had led to the assignment of addi- 
tional officers for such duty. But in spite of the greatiy 
increased demands of the line, Congress made no provi- 
sion for detached duty. until 1911, when 200 additional 
officers were authorized. In 1916 this was increased: te 
1,022, when there was ample employment for many more. 
These additional officers authorized in 1911 and 1916 
might have been so allotted as to accelerate promotion in 
the line to an appreciable extent. The officers on the 
detached officers’ list, however, were proportioned in the 
various grades exactly as those serving with organiza- 
tions, so that no increase in the rate of promotion was 
caused .exeept as a result of including no second lieu- 
tenants on the ‘detached officers’ list. 

There was no doubt, therefore, im the minds of the 
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members of the military committees that reasonable use 
could be made of a much larger proportion of field offi- 
cers than existed. Determination of the proper propor- 
tion was a difficult matter. The proportion, it was de- 
cided, should be such as to insure.a healthy flow of pro- 
motion under ordinary conditions, so that an officer en- 
tering the Service would haye reasonable prospects of 
independent of legislative assistance. On 
the other hand, the proportion should not be so fixed as 
to make promotion unduly rapid. At first sight it ap- 
peared to be an actuarial problem covering a large num- 
per of cases back many years. The years so covered in- 
cluded times of peace and of war, periods when the pro- 
visions for elimination of officers varied widely, periods 
when conditions of service were in no way comparable 
to those which may be expected in the future. Such an 
investigation was therefore abandoned because it was 
certain to be of very little help. The distribution found 
in the new law was arrived at by consideration of the 
distributions existing in the various branches in the past 
and of the general rates of promotion those branches had 
enjoyed. Clearly, the proportion under existing laws 
allowed for the line was unsatisfactory. Equally clearly, 
the proportions for the Medical and Dental Corps were 
excessive. The percentages finally adopted are slightly 
lower than those which existed in the Corps of Engi- 
neers, also slightly under those of the line of the Navy 
which, by the way, has always enjoyed much faster pro- 
motion than the Army. 
Percentages in Field Grades. 

The following table shows (in part) the old percent- 
ages in each field grade and the total for all field grades

These percentages were adopted after considerable 
study and approved by the military committees as pro- 
viding a reasonable flow of promotion at all times, and 
at no time an excessive rate. Of course, if all or even 
a large proportion of Army officers remain in the Ser- 
vice until the retiring age, then the proportions adopted 
would not prevent promotions from being very slow. But 
it may_be anticipated that at all times there will be a 
considerable elimination of officers from the Army, both 
accidental and intentional. The law now makes possible 
a much more rigorous elimination than there has ever 
been in the past, so that the commissioned personnel of 
the Army may confidently expect the percentages for the 
upper grades to be sufficent to prevent stagnation. 

It is well to recall to officers inclined toward appre- 
hension over the possibilities of stagnation in the single 
list that in 1898, at the outbreak of the war with Spain, 
a period of twenty-eight years had elapsed with little 
legislation affecting promotion in the Army. To sim- 
plify understanding of. the situation let us compare the 
percentages of field officers then im the principal 
branches. It should be understoood that the distribu- 
tion at that time in the several field grades and-in the 
lower grades was as entirely inconsistent as the division 
between the two general classes of field and company 
oflicers. Taking the two principal staff departments, we 
find that the Corps of Engineers had nearly thirty-nine 
per cent. of their officers in the fiéld grades, and the 
Medical Department between thirty-seven and thirty- 
eight per cent. On tle other hand, the Cavalry, which 
had the best. promotion of the line. branches, had only 
11.6 per cent. in the field grades, while the Infantry and 
Artillery had less than nine per cent. each. The situa- 
tion was somewhat complicated by the survival of regi- 
mental promotion in certain places, although its gradual 
abolition had been provided for in 1890, and it ceased 
to exist. in.1898. But its influence upon conditions ex- 
isting at the beginning of 1898 was not great enough to 
destroy the value of the general conclusions which may 
be drawn. 


Taking. the. grade of first licutenant, it was found that | 


the oldest. lieutenants of ‘the Medical Department had 
in round numbers five. years of commissioned service; 
Engineers, twelve years; Cavalry, twenty years; In- 
fantry, twenty-four ‘years; ~ Artillery,- thirty-one years. 
While the difference as between branches of the line was 
great, ‘ 
healthy condition of the staff and the hopeless stagna- 
tion of the line. The officer who was retained in the 
subordinate grades of lieutenant until he was more than 
forty years old, or even more than fifty years, was likely 
to be of little value when he was finally placed in a po- 
sition of responsibility. We have heard a great deal. at 
times as to the inefficiency of a certain -percentage of 
our colonels. What else could be reasonably be expected, 
was the usual reply. It was a very remarkable man, in- 
deed, whose capacity for high command was not almost 
totally negatived by twenty or thirty years of service in 
a minor position, where he merely was the assistant to 
the commanding officer of the — administrative 
unit of the Army. 

The: single list for promotion is not set up as a “holy 
of holies,” either by the officers who made the exhaustive 
studies which presented the facts leading up to its adop- 
tion, nor by the members of the military committees of 
Congress. Improvement, whether by promotion after a 
prescribed period of service, 
which can be demonstrated to be necessary in the mak- 


ing of a perfect promotion machine, will be welcomed. .

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PROSPECTIVE PROMOTIONS, REGULAR ARMY. 

The War Department on Sept. 21 sent out notification 
ordering all captains of the Regular Army down to 
and including the class of 1914, U.S. Military Academy, 
to take examination for promotion. 





This indicates that 
the vacancies in- the grade of major on the single list 
will most likely make way for the promotion of these 
captains, and also that report of the Final Selection 
soard, which adjourned on Sept. 23, on the number of 
officers who qualified for the grade of major in the Regu- 
lar Army followed a very accurate judgment of the va- 
cancies which might be reserved for the new appointees 
in this grade from the list of officer candidates. These 
orders take in the classes of three years, the last previ- 
ous order for examination stopping with the elass of 
1911, U.S. Military Academy. By branches of the Ser- 
vice the name ‘of the last officer included in this new 
order for examination is as follows: Infantry, Capt. L. 
L. Lampert; Air Service, Capt. S. H. Wheeler; Cavalry, 
Capt. J. Kennard; Field Artillery, Capt. I. Gill, jr.; 
Coast Artillery Corps, Capt. G. P. Anderson; Signal 
Corps,, Capt. C. M. Milliken; Ordnance Department, 
Capt. J. H. Woodbury; Corps of Engineers, Capt. J. H. 
Carruth; Philippine Scouts, Capt. V. Lim. 
Promotions to the Grade of Captain. 

Officers of the Regular Army in the grade of first lieu- 
tenant are asking why there have been no promotions to 
the grade of captain to fill the vacancies created by the 
act of June 4, 1920. The reason is found in Section 24b, 
which specifies how the officers shall be placed on the 
promotion (single) list; the specification declaring, after 
outlining how the list shall be made in the grades above 
captain, that “captains and lieutenants of the Regular 
Army and Philippine Scouts, originally appointed since 
April 6, 1917, shall be arranged among themselves accord- 
ing to commissioned service rendered prior to Noy. 11, 
1918, and shall be placed at the foot of the list at this 
point.” This arrangement is now under way, and until it 
is completed no promotions can be made for the obvious 
reason that nearly every officer in the grade of first lieu- 
tenant came into the Army subsequent to April 6, 1917, 
and the promotion list so far as completed includes only 
those who, entered the Service prior to the declaration of 
war against the Central Powers. 

As these promotions must be passed upon by the board 
of which Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., is president, 
and since the board adjourned on Sept. 23 until Decem- 
ber, announcement of promotions to the grade of captain 
will not, it is expected, be made until the first of next 
year. From present indications it is the opinion of well- 
informed officers at the War Department that upwards 
of 500 first lieutenants will be promoted to captain, but 
it is also said that the quota may be considerably larger 
should the appointees to commissions as captains in the 
Regular Army fail to reach the number that was antici- 
pated. The promises for advancement of the first lieu- 
tenants standing well up on the lineal lists in their 
respective branches are therefore very bright indeed.

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WARRANT GRADE IN ARMY UNACCEPTABLE. 
War Department to Ask Law’s Amendment. 


In the three months that have elapsed since the ap- 
proval of the Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920, 
containing authorization for 1,120 warrant officers.in the 
U.S. Army, in addition’ to those authorized for the Army 
Mine Planter Service, the number of applications for ap- 
pointment in this grade from the non-commissioned offi- 
cers of at least ten years’ service and enlisted men who 
served as commissioned officers in© World War hostilities 
has been negligible. The reason is not far to seek, in 
fact, a long list of reasons for refusing to consider war- 
rant grade as being better than a non-commissioned grade 
have been submitted to the War Department. The objec- 
tions eenter entirely. in the last sentence in Section 4a 
of the act of June 4; 1920, which states: “Warrant offi- 
cers, others than those-of the Army Mine Planter Ser- 
vice, shall receive base. pay of $1,320 a year and the al- 
lowances of a second *lieutenant,;:shall be entitled to lon- 
gevity pay and to retirement under the same conditions 
as’ commissioned officers; and shall take rank next below 
second. lieutenants and among themselves according to 
the dates of their respective warrants.” 

The reasons for casting aside the supposed opportunity 
for advancement are: (1) That the pay of non-commis- 
sioned officers is higher than that- provided for warrant 
officers; (2) that non-commissioned officers receive cloth- 
ing allowance, while warrant officers do not; (3) that a 
non-commissioned officer can retire after thirty years’ 
service, counting his double time for foreign service, while 
a warrant officer must serve at least thirty years straight 
and loses what double time he had as a non-commissioned 
officer; (4) the married non-commissioned officer re- 
ceives a family allowance under the War Riek Insur- 
ance act of $15 for wife and $10 for each child, which 
is denied warrant officers, who are considered by the War 
Risk Bureau as commissioned officers in the interpreta- 
tion of the law, while the War Department holds that he 
is not a commissioned officer nor an enlisted man; (5) 
the non-commissioned officer receives a bonus of $90 on 
re-enlistment, which naturally is denied the warrant 
officer. 

Additional factors that tend to make the warrant grade 
unattractive are the inequalities which the law estab- 
lishes. For example, the warrant officer of the: Army 





Mine Planter Service receives $240 as a clothing allow- 
ance upon appointment, ke is alowed two and one-half 
rations, and in addition to his base pay receives the $20 
monthly provided in the Increased Pay act of May 18, 
1920. The field clerk also receives this $20 monthly 
bonus pay and enjoys the family allowances of the War 
Risk Insurance act. Under the new law these two grades 
are privileged, for the warrant officer appointed under 
Section 4a is denied these advantages. Under the new 
law the pay of a warrant officer is $110 a month, plus 
$24 a month for quarters and an average of $8 a month 
for heat and light, an aggregate of $142 a month. Com- 
pare this with the income of a master sergeant. He gets 
$74 a month base pay, plus $14.20 a month bonus under 
the Increased Pay act, plus $16 ration allowance under 
the old law, plus $16 extra ration allowance under the 
Pay act of May 18 1920, plus $2.50 as the monthly in- 
stallment of the $90 bonus for re-enlistment, plus $15 
a month for quarters, heat and light, plus $1.50 for laun- 
dry, which is now free for enlisted men, plus the allow- 
ance for clothing which is conservatively estimated at 
$10 a month; making a total of $149.80 a month as com- 
pared with the $142 paid a warrant officer. And if both 
were furnished quarters in a post, the non-commissioned 
officers’ income would be reduced by $15, bringing his 
total income down to $134.80, while the warrant offjcers’ 
income would be reduced by $32 so that his total income 
would be $110 a month. In the face of this fact, under 
present Service conditions where accommodations for the 
families are provided in camps and posts, the non-com- 
missioned officer’s pay would exceed that of the warrant 
officer by $24.80 a month, always bearing in mind that 
the married non-commissioned officer also receives the 


‘family allowance under the War Risk Insurance act 


which is denied to warrant officers. Another considera- 
tion which has an important bearing on the matter is the 
clothing cost a warrant officer must consider, for it would 
be expected of such an officer to keep up to the standard 
of his rank, and in consequence the purcl:ase of uniforms 
would be an additional charge against income. 

Officers now serving under er<rgency commissions whe 
will revert to non-commissiozed grade assert that should 
the law be amended so as co grant to warrant officers the 
pay and allowances of a second lieutenant the offect 
would be to spur the riglit kind of non-commissioned offi- 
cer to make application for appointment to warrant 
grade. While the War Department has made no official 
announcement on the subj:ct, it can be stated that amend- 
ment of Section 4a of th: act of June 4, 1920, will be 
recommended to the Committees on Military Affairs at 
the approaching session of Congress. The War Depart- 
ment has ¢ome to the conclusion that the base pay for 
warrant officers should have added to it the twenty per 
cent. increase allowed enlisted men in the Pay act of 
May 18, 1920; that warrant officers should receive the 
allowances of a soldier of the first grade, and that he 
should be entitled to retirement under the same condi- 
tions as govern retirement of enlisted men.

Srarus or Orricers OF First Trarnrne Camp. 

There is apparently a misapprehension relative to the 
amount of commissioned service which is to be credited 
to the officers now in the Army who attended the train- 
ing camps in August, 1917, for this is indicated in in- 
quiries which have come to the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL. ‘That this misapprehension is not without reason _ 
is apparent when it is considered that the officers who 
took the examination in August, 1917, for provisional ap- 
pointment were given Reserve Corps commissions and in 
the meantime the class graduated from the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy received permanent commissions anv- 
dating those of the officers from the training, camp. 'Bhe 
latter received their provisional commissions as second 
lieutenants in October, 1917, and subsequently were com- 
missioned: first lieutenants. Since the U.S. Military 
Academy class had commiissions as first lieutenants prior 
to the Reserve class, the question has arisen, how will it 
be possible to overcome the apparent inequality in actual 
commissioned service under the provisions of the act of 
June 4, 1920? “The law provides in the case‘ of officers 
originally appointed in the Regular Army subsequent. to 
April 6, 1917, that they shall. be arranged according to 
active commissioned service rendered prior to Noy. 11, 
1918.-..The officers of the first training camps called: to 
active service Aug. 15, 1917, and who were _subsequeatly , 
commissioned in the Regular Army, wiill- be placed on 
the promotion list ahead of the class which graduated 
from the U.S. Military Academy Aug. 30, 1917. In 
other words, the law provides that the lineal lists shall 
be rearranged when the merger is made so that officers 
will appear on the single list in accordance with the 
actual commissioned service they rendered prior to Nov. 
11, 1918. ‘The Reserve Corps officers who had actual 
commissioned service which antedated that of the West 
Point class will precede that class in the promotion te 
the grade of captain whether their service was in the 
Regular Army or in active service under a Reserve Corps 
commission.

“TEAM WORK” IN THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

An article apparently intended to give the impression 
that it might have Leen inspired by the Secretary of the 
Navy, to the effect that the Office of Naval Operations 
was attaching to itself powers that interfered with the 
functions of the bureaus of the Navy Department, ap- 
peared in the Washington Post of Sept. 19. In this it 
was said that the Secretary was discovering that the 
terms of General Order No. 507, Navy Department, Oct. 
20, 1919, defining relations between the bureaus and the 
Office of Naval Operations, “have been ignored,” and 
the Secretary was described as “being convinced that 
there should be some further action taken in the interest 
of complete co-operation of departmental branches.” 
Also that “Mr. Daniels’s final annual report is likely to 
contain some vigorous allusions to the proposal to change 
the Navy Department organization,” and that the Sec- 
retary “is determined that there shall be established 
during the remaining months of his supervision of naval 
affairs an acknowledgement of the duties devolving upon 
the Chief of Naval Operations as distinguished from the 
duties assigned to the chiefs of bureaus.” ‘ 

Admiral R. E. Coontz, Chief of Naval Operations, 
was considerably exercised by this publication, and well 
he might be, for it appeared on its face a public criti- 
cism of his administration that might have been’ insti- 
gated by the Secretary of the Navy. Secretary Daniels, 
on Sept. 21, when this statement was brought to his at- 
tention, stated frankly that he was at a loss to guess 
even its source, and he emphatically ‘declared that 
the statement contained no resemblance to the true staté 
of affairs in the Navy Department, and that it did in- 
justice to the Chief of Naval Operations, to the heads of 
the bureaus and to himself. Among high ranking out- 
cers on duty in the Navy Department the statements 
were discredited and it was declared that the reflection 
upon Adniiral Coontz was so out of keeping with his 
brilliant record for co-operation in whatever post he had 
served that it could only be judged as a gratuitous at- 
tack upon the Admiral, who was contiiuing established 
methods for co-operation in the office which he now, 
holds. 

Secretary Daniels said that if there was lack of co- 
operation between the Secretary’s office the Office of 
Operations and the bureaus, then he was very badly de- 
ceived every Thursday when the chiefs meet at the Sec- 
retary’s conference and thrash out important matters of 
which all are informed at that conference. He added 
that the chiefs meet in a conference each week with 
Admiral Coontz, and there had been not the slightest 
friction nor even the appearance of a lack of co-opera- 
tion. The Secretary denied the statement that he pro- 
posed to change the Navy Department organization, and 
declared. it was ridiculous under the known situation to 
attribute to - him a purpose to bring about correlation be- 
tween Operations and the bureaus.when it already ex- 
isted. “The Chief of Operations,” he said, “even if he 
might have such a desire, has no time to inject himself 
or his office into the administrative functions of the bu- 
reaus. His work is one of planning for the employment 
of the fleets and their personnel and with questions of 
policy, and he is fully oceupied with the duties involved 
in these most important matters. I know that in per- 
forming those duties the Chief of Operations has not 
come into conflict with the duties assigned to bureau 
chiefs, else I should have ‘heard of it and would have 
been able to judge if lack of absolute co-operation ex- 
isted when the chiefs met in conference with me. 

“You will recall that we heard considerable during 
the last session of Congress concerning a proposal to 
make the Chief of Operations a sort of chief of staff. 
Perhaps this is a recurrence of that talk. The proposal 
would have had the Secretary of Navy merely a rubber 
stamp, and it would also have abolished the General 
Board and incorporated it in the Office of Operations. 
This I strenuously opposed, for I take the ground that 
the General Board must continue to be our highest ex- 
pert body and must work with the Chief of Operations, 
and I therefore made the latter the chairman of the 
board. This board, to my mind, is a body of naval 
statesmen, a body of detached experts who shall say 
what are the large things for the Navy to do in a big 
way. Judging from its accomplishments, I believe every 
Navy officer competent to pass judgment will stand with 
me in my view that the board should be retained. - There 
is team work of the most interested sort between the 
Office of Operations, which is concerned with questions 
of policy, the General Board, which is charged with 
making recommendations relative to the naval program, 
and the chiefs of bureaus, whose functions are specific- 
ally prescribed by law, regulation or general order. Any 
statement to the contrary is a misrepresentation, of that 
I am wholly satisfied. 

“As to the revision of Naval Regulations, of which 
mention has been made, this revision is nearing comple- 
tion and will be ready for the public printer within a 
week, 
merely one of co-ordination and correction, in which 
conflicting sections have been revised and simplified. In 
no respects does the revision include new provisions, nor 
amendments interjecting new provisions. The work has 
been slow because of its very nature, and Comdr. Lee P,

Warren, in charge, only to-day assured me that the final 
sections would be ready for my approval in a few days.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Galveston Arrives Home from Turkey. 

The U.S.S. Galveston, Capt. V. A. Kimberly, U.S.N., 
in command, arrived at Boston on Sept. 17, after three 
years of service in Turkish waters. Captain Kimberly 
reported that conditions in Constantinople were fairly 
quiet though the political situation was a tangle. 

Launch of U.S. Destroyers. 

The U.S. destroyers Wasmuth and Trever were 
launched at the navy yard, Mare Island, Calif., Sept. 15, 
1920. The Wasmuth is named after Pvt. Harry Was- 
muth, U.S.M.C., who saved the life of Rear Admiral 
Robley D. Evans in 1865 and died two days thereafter. 
The Trever is named after Lieut. Comdr. George A. Tre- 
ver, who lost his life in a successful attempt to prevent 
an explosion on the submarine O-5 in 1918. 

Construction of U.S. Battle Cruisers. 

The keels of the U.S. battle cruisers Lexington, Con- 
stellation, Saratoga, Ranger, Constitution and United 
States have not all been laid yet, as seems to have been 
generally supposed. We are informed by the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, under date of Sept. 18, that 
the keel for battle cruiser No. 2, U.S.S. Constellation, 
was laid on Aug. 18, 1920, at the works of the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company, Newport 
News, and the keels of the other five battle cruisers are 
to be laid within a few days. 

Eagle Boats En Route to Pacific. 

The remainder of the itinerary of the cruise of Eagle 
boats en route to the Pacific includes the Canal Zone, 
Salina Cruz, Mexico, San Diego, Calif., San Francisco 
and Mare Island, most of the vessels having already ar- 
rived at Kingston, Jamaica.

GENERAL LEJEUNE ON HAITIAN INSPECTION TRIP. 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels on Sept. 18 in referring 
to a comment on affairs in Haiti attributed to Senator 
Harding disclosed the fact that Major Gen. Commandant 
John A. Lejeune, U.S. Marine Corns, is now making an 
inspection of conditions in Haiti and Santo Domingo. 
Until that time it was said that General Lejeune was in- 
specting posts in the United States. Secretary. Daniels 
said that he would soon give the public a full.report.of 
the operations of the marines in Haiti and Santo Do- 
mingo. This is being prepared by Brig. Gen. George Bar- 
nett, former Major General Commandant of the Marine 
Corps, under whom the marines operated in Haiti from 
July 31, 1915, until General Barnett was relieved as 
commandant by General. Lejeune on June 30, 1920. The 
Secretary added: “In the early part of 1917 I sent Gen- 
eral Barnett to Haiti and Santo Doming to make a yisit 
of inspection and to report from first-hand knowledge the 
conditions there and the service rendered by the marines. 
Upon his return, in April, 1917, General Barnett re- 
ported that what the marines had done in Haiti made 
him prouder than ever of the corps, that they had re- 
pelled the attacks of the bandits with firmness but with 
no semblance of resentment, had preserved order under 
trying conditions, and were actuated by a spirit of help- 
fulness and kindness to those people, and the improve- 
ments effected by the marines had been most gratifying. 





- His report, now in preparation, will detail the few acts 


that called for discipline and punishment. My instruc- 


‘ tions to General Barnett and his instructions to the offi- 


cers on duty in Haiti were to regard their duty as trus- 
tees and to be considerate, tactful, kind and helpful. Sev- 
eral weeks ago I directed the new commandant of the 
Marine Corps to-make an inspection -trip both te Haiti 
and to Santo Domingo, to go thoroughly into any allega- 
tions or statements reflecting upon the actions of the 
marines, to:take action against any who might have vio- 
lated the letter or spirit of the instructions from the 
Navy Department, and to make a full report. He has 
visited nearly evety part of the islands, given a thorough 


- sifting. of all alleged: wrongs, and upon his return will 


make a report, and the truth as to conditions will be 
From the beginning of 
the-call for duty by the marines in Haiti and Santo Do- 
mingo every officer on duty there has been charged with 
the duty of carrying out directions with every considera- 
tion for the feelings, interest, prosperity and happiness 
of the people who had so long bee: oppressed and dom- 
inated by bands of bandits who had made government 
there a farce. The United States undertook its task 
there in pursuance of treaty obligations, and the preserva- 
tion of-order by. marines has been directed towards. the 
end of securing stability and safety to the inhabitants. 
The reports of Brig. Gen. George Barnett and Major 
Gen. John A. Lejeune, the first covering the period up 
to June 30, 1920, and the second covering the period since 
that date and present conditions, will be given out for 
publication soon after General Lejeune returns from 
Haiti.” 





MARINE Corps AND ARMY Law. 

That there is discrimination against permanent Ma- 
rine Corps officers who were temporary majors during 
the World War is the allegation of a correspondent, who 
writes: “It is impossible to see why the Regular officer 
should be made to take examination for promotion when 
the Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920, which 
abolishes mental and professional examination for com- 
missioned personnel, applies to the Marine Corps. This 
law shows positively that a Marine officer comes under 
the Army Reorganization act. It is a known fact that 
7006 temporary officers are going to be taken in with the 
rank of captain and down without an examination on 
their records.” Officially it is stated at Marine Corps 
headquarters that the Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy gave an opinion that the provisions of Section 24b 
of the Army Reorganization act of June 4, providing 
for classification of officers, is not applicable to the Ma- 
rine Corps, and also that the mental, moral and profes- 
sional examination is required for promotion in the Ma- 
rine Corps to the grades below that of brigadier general. 
This view was approved by the Secretary of the Navy, 
who prescribed that-the permanent officers serving in the 
grade of major and above under temporary commissions 
must undergo the usual examination for permanent com- 
missions in those grades. So far as taking in hundreds 
of temporary officers is concerned, the personnel pro- 
visions of the Naval Appropriation act of June 4, 1920, 
provide: “All officers so transferred shall establish to 
the satisfaction of the Secretary of the Navy, under such 


Tules as he may prescribe, their mental, moral, profes- 
sional and physical qualifications to perform the duties 
of the grade to which transferred or reappointed,” ete. 
The Secretary of the Navy has directed, under this au- 
thorization, that these officers shall undergo pliysical ex- 
amination and record examination. The J.A.G.’s opin- 
ion referred to was explained in our issu¢ of July 17, 
page 1421. The opinion held that the act of Aug. 29, 
1916, changed the procedure of the National Defense act 
of June 3, 1916, except as to the types of examinations, 
and that the act of Aug. 29, 1916, established the rule of 
seniority on a common list for the purpose of promotion. 
‘The system of promotion thus established for the Marine 
Corps is in no wise dependent upon the laws for the 
Army either in respect to the types of examinations re- 
quired or in respect to the penalies which attach upon 
failure to pass examinations, tho opinion hel& 





U.S.N.R.F. EQUIPMENT AND SUBSISTENCE. 

With the purpose of encouraging the members of the 
U.S. Naval Reserve Force to increase their efficiency 
through taking short cruises, the Navy Department pur- 
poses to recommend to Congress that subsistence be al- 
lowed to Reservists on cruises of less than fiftecn days 
or more. In some quarters there has appeared to be a 
disposition to criticize the Navy Department for an 
alleged lack of equipment for the U.S.N.R.F. in several 
of the districts. It can be stated that the Bureau of 
Navigation has allotted funds necessary for the main- 
tenance of armories, and has assigned vessels, eight 
Eagle boats and as many sub-chasers, to the Reservists 
of various districts. Relative to lack of uniforms, it is 
pointed out that many Reservists have already drawn 
their full allowance of cloth¢ng on present enrolment and 
the law prevents the issue of further'|clothing outfits. 
When, however, a Reservist who lacks ——_ uniform 
reports for drill after re-enrolinent the ;hecessary credits 
for uniform will be given him. The Navy Department is 
supplying small arms and small boats for Naval Re- 
serve use wherever a request for this equipment is ap- 
proved by a commandant of a naval district. The Comp- 
troller of the Treasury on Sept. 7 gave a decision that a 
Naval Reserve Force supply officer is entitled to pay for 
active duty for training irrespective of whether or not 
an official bond has been executed in his behalf.

Navy. EXAMINATIONS. FOR COMMISSIONS. 
The Navy Department announced on Sept. 22 that 
competitive examination of temporary and Reserve offi- 


cers, active or inactive, for appointment to the ccmmis- 
sioned personnel of the Navy will be held in Maz, 1921. 
All officers who served.in the World War are eligible. to 
take the examination providing their age does not exceed 
thirty-five years, plus their active naval service... From 
the successful candidates it is proposed to build up, so 
far as possible, the permanent commissioned strength of 
the Navy, which is much below its authorized strength 
at the present. The Navy Department is recalling to 
active service at once former Reserve aviation officers 
who have signified their desire to enter the Regular Ser- 
vice. Some difficulty is being experienced because Re- 
serve officers have failed to inform the Navy Depart- 
ment of their proper addresses. This situation is espe- 
cially serious in the cities of New York, Philadelphia, 
Norfolk, Charleston, Chicago, New Orleans, Seattle, San 
Francisco and other large cities, where many Reservists 
live. Reserve officers again are urgently requested to 
forward their addresses with the least possible delay in 
order that the late changes of address may be properly 
filed in the Navy Department.

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Navy TO INVESTIGATE SAMOAN ADMINISTRATION.

Com- 
mander Boucher also made a number of charges against 
the governor and other officers in Samoa. It is intended 
that this naval court of inquiry will fully investigate all

STATE FORCES. 
7TH N.Y.—COL. W. H. HAYES. 


In announcing the resumption of armory drills, on Sept. 13, 
Col. Wade Hampton Hayes, commanding the 7th N.Y., whose 
armory is in New York city, refers to the orders issued at the 
opening of the drill season by former Cols. Emmon Clark, 


Daniel Appleton and others, giving the maxims and funda- 
mental principles that have guided the officers in developing 
the efficiency of the regiment, covering a period of more than 
half a century, and says, in part: 

‘*These orders will show that though they may vary in 
form, their substance and the principles enunciated have been 
constant, and in every instance a reiteration of those in- 
escapable essentials to military efficiency. 

‘*In many instances extracts from the Drill Regulations 
then current were quoted; discipline was defined as ‘prompt, 
intelligent and unquestioning obedience to orders’; ‘success 
in battle’ was recognized ‘as the ultimate object of all mili- 
tary training’; emphasis was laid upon the fact that ‘drills 
executed at attention . . . are disciplinary exercises’; 
military courtesy and all it implies and the hand raised 
‘smartly’ in all salutes were expected at all times of all 
officers and men and ‘to impart the spirit of West Point’ in 
all instructions was enjoined. The above is but a brief and 
incomplete outline of the principles and spirit with which the 
regiment has been indoctrinated for generations by its several 
commanding officers. 

*“*Successive years of peace presented no opportunity to 
demonstrate the absolute soundness of these elemental princi- 
ples of soldierly qualities and military efficiency; but, when 
put to the test of actual participation by the regiment in the 
most sanguinary and cruel war known to civilization, they 
were proven to be not only sound but the very basis of that 
glorious morale and esprit that inspired the regiment to go 
through the Hindenburg line. ; 

**As a matter of interest and a further justification of the 
principles upon which the future usefulness and efficiency of 
the regiment must be founded a quotation from an order is- 
sued to the A.E.F. by General Pershing in October, 1917,'’ iz 
reprinted by Colonel Hayes, who invites attention ‘‘to the 
significaut similarity of this pronouncement to the orders 
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published for the guidance of the officers and men of this or- 
ganization for mearly 100 -years.’’ 

In conclusion @olene! Hayes says: ‘‘The C.0, following the 
exemple of his distinguished predecessors, announces the prin- 
ciples stated herein as the policy of the regiment and directs 


that all members of the organization be governed thereby in 
their military activity, and especially when imparting in-

SUBSCRIBER asks: If soldier serves twenty six years as 
enlisted man and three years as commissioned officer (emer- 
gency), then accepts grade of warrant officer, would he be 
eligible for retirement after serving ome year as warrant 
officer, making a total of thirty years’ straight service as 
enlisted man, commissioned officer and warrant officer com- 
bined? Answer: It is understoed that this would be in the 
discretion of the President, as in the case of officers retired 
at thirty years, and piaced upon the limited retired list. 

SUBECRIBER asks: When did Battery H, 4th Artillery, 
sail for Cuba in P2898? When did they land and when did 
they leave? How many days’ double time did the members 
of this organization berome entitled to on this expedition? 
Answer: June 14, to Aug. 15, 1898, less about eight days’ 
sailing time. 

RETIRED LIEUTENANT asks: (1) The official Army 
Register for 1920, on page 1104, note (b) says No increase 
of longevity af retirement unless retired for wounds re- 
ceived in battle fact of March 2, 1903) Does this mean 
that officers who are officially carried in the Register as re- 
tired because of wounds received in battle are entitled to 
increase of longevity after retirement to ‘‘the statutery’’ 
limit of forty per.cent.? (2) If a retired officer requests 
that he be assigned, to active duty, as a recruiting officer or 
at an educational {mstitution (in accordance with the law 
which provides that active officers may not be assigned. to 
these duties when retired officers are available), and is in- 
formed by the office of the Adjutant General that his appli- 
eation cannot be favorably considered, no reason being given, 
ean he appeal from this arbitrary decision of The A.G@.? An 
swer: (1) Yes; act of March 2, 1903, provides: ‘*Hereafter, 
except in case of officers retired on account of wounds re- 
eeived in battle, no offeer now on the retired list shall be 
allowed or paid any further increase of lengevity pay, and 
officers hereafter retired, except as herein provided, shall not 
be allowed or paid any further increase of longevity pay 
above that which had accrued at date of their retirement.’’

ARMY MEDICAL DEPARTMENT RATINGS. 


In adopting the tentative allotments of grades and spe- 
cialist ratings for enlisted men of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the U.S. Army announced in G.O. 51, Aug. 21, 
1920, War Department, and published in our issue of 
Aug. 21, page 1558, Major Gen. M. W. Ireland, Surgeon 
General, U.S.A., has directed that all ratings will be 
made subject to the provision that they are revocable by 
the direction of the Surgeon General or surgeon of the 


corps area or department without other cause than neces- 
sity for reapportionment and readjustment. In adopting 
ratings it is noted that the classifications purposely have 
been made broad. For example, clinical technician may 
include nurse, ward master, masseur, physiotherapist, or 
any other line of work having a direct relationship to 
the bedside care and treatment of the sick. For the Vet- 
erinary Corps this will include the men formerly termed 
farriers, Dental technician will include dental assistants, 
dental mechanics, dental hygienists, and so on. Dispen- 
sary technician will include any callings having to do 
with the usual dispensary duties, and include classifica- 
tions in the superior ratings for graduate pharmacists. 
Laboratory technician will include all laboratory work- 
ers, while property technicians will include all workers 
having to do with the care, protection, issue, repair of 
property. Sanitary technician will include all men en- 
gaged upon preventive medicine and sanitary work. Men 
in charge of prophylactic stations, latrines, incinerators, 
lavatories, ete., will fall under this heading. Surgical 
technician will include all men now known as surgical 
assistants, and any other showing special skill in oper- 
ating room, splint making, and other lines. X-ray techni- 
cians will be those engaged upon any line of this work. 

ln the case of hospital cooks it is left to the discretion 
of the commanding officer as to whether a man engaged 
on this duty should be given the second rating or the 
fourth rating. As there will be men eligible for this rat- 
ing under other classifications mentioned in the order, it 
is obvious that every hospital cook cannot be given this 
rating. Primarily it was inserted to reward cooks at the 
general and larger station hospitals. Because of the lim- 
ited number ot allotments available under the second 
class, it has been suggested that men who are cooking for 
patients be rated as hospital cook only when they are 
preparing food for approximately fifty men or over. At 
the smaller hospitals and in the cases of all other cooks 
who are not preparing food for patients that would per- 
mit them to fali under the heading of “hospital cook,” 
they should be rated as “cooks” under the fourth class, 
according to the Surgeon General’s instruction. In larger 
hospitals where hospital cooks are authorized, such num- 
ber of assistants as are deemed necessary can be rated as 
cooks, fourth class. 

In the system and mode of application of the ratings 
adopted, it is realized by General Ireland that some im- 
perfections may appear in inaugurating the system, but 
by special reports to be made concerning the service per- 
formed by men it is expected that it will be not difficult 
to recognize merit on a stable and equitable basis. Com- 
manding officers will be requested to add their own recom- 
mendations for the improvement of the system, which 
eventually will be standardized. It is believed by the 
Surgeon General that men in the several grand divisions 
of classification who are new to the specialty should start 
in the sixth rating, the lowest, and be required to render 
a reasonable amount of service before they are advanced. 
If progressive specialist promotion were to be considered 
on the basis of six months or less satisfactory service in 
each rating, it is expected that equity could be main- 
tained, merit adequately recognized, and re-enlistments 
consequently encouraged. Following the initial adjust- 
ment, it is likely that ratings in the first class will be 
made only from the Office of the Surgeon General. Simi- 
larly it has been suggested that all ratings in the Veter- 
inary Corps and in the Dental Corps be made from the 
Surgeon General’s office also. Specialist ratings once au- 
thorized in the Medical Department will remain in force 
until removed by an authority competent to make the 
appointment, except in those cases of men promoted to 
the grade of non-commissioned officer, when the vacancy 
will automatically occur upon the date of such promo- 
tion. In the event that a man rated as a specialist in the 
Medical Department is transferred to another station, he 
will be transferred with a notation as to his proper rat- 
ing, and readjustment in the rating by demotion, dis- 
rating, etc., may subsequently be made on the recom- 
mendation of the officer under whose control he immedi- 
ately falls, dependent upon the character of duty to be 
assigned him at his new station.

CHEMICAL WARFARE AND ORDNANCE. 

Policy of Related Operation of These Arms Adopted. 

The policy adopted by the War Department on Aug. 31 
relative to the duties of the Chemical Warfare Service 
and the relations of the Ordnance Department to this 
service, which will be published to the Service in a gen- 
eral order, includes many new matters pertaining to the 
use of chemicals in warfare. The general order will be 


substantially as follows: 


I. In accordance with Sec. 12a of the Act of June 4, 1920, 
the following duties are assigned to the Ohemical Warfare Ser. 
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vice: 1. Supervision of the training of the Army in chemi 

warfare, both offensive and defensive, including the necessary 
schools of instruction; the organization, equipment, training 
and operation of special gas troops. 2. arch, design and 
experimentation connected with chemical warfare and its ma- 
terial. 3. Investigation, development, procurement and supply 
to the Army of all toxic gases, smoke, incendiary material and 
gas defense appliances. -Gas defense appliances will include 
all measures for protection up to the time that a soldier be- 
comes a casualty. The following are excepted: (a) Devices 
used for signalling or spotting purposes having smoke-producing 
components as a basis; (b) all incendiary materials, illuminat- 
ing devices, signalling devices and incendiary ammunition for 
calibers less than 87 mm, 4, The filling of all projectiles and 
containers with all gas, smoke and incendiary material, includ- 
ing the marking and painting, all of which will be subject to 
the concurrence of the Ordnance Department. 5. Concurrence 
tn the approval of specifications for the size, shape and ma-. 
terials of bursting charges of all chemically filled projectiles. 
6. Concurrence in the approval of the designs for all parts 
used in connection with the filling of gas, smoke, or incendiary 
projectiles, including boosters, adapters, fuses, shells, grenades 
and drop bombs. 7. Design and procurement of all containers 
for bulk shipment of gases. 8. preparation of require- 
ments programs for all material that is issued by the Chemical 
Warfare Service or that is exclusively by Chemical War- 
fare Service troops. 9. Recommending to the Secretary of War 
the proportion of the various types of gas shells to be used,

Storage and issue to the Army of all 
artillery chemical ammunition, chemical grenades and chemical 
drop bombs, and all other chemical ammunition not used ex- 
clusively by Chemical Warfare Service troops. 10. The prepara- 
tion of requirements programs for all material and components, 
the storage and issue of which is assigned to the Ordnance 
Department. 

III. All War Department orders and instructions in so far 
as they are in conflict with the above are rescinded. 





MILITARY EDUCATION IN THE ARMY. 

Following is the substance of the new general order 
on education in the Army noted in our issue of Sept. 18: 

G.O, 56, SEPT. 14, 1920, WAR DEPT. 
Military Education in the Army. 

1. The following instructions are to be considered in con 
nection with, and supplementary to, the instructions in relation 
to schools for officers contained in G.O. 112, War Dept., 1919. 
They are made necessary by the change in policy in Army or- 
ganization contained in the National Defense act as amended 
by the Act of June 4, 1920. | 

The training of officers (Regular Army, National Guard 
ph Organized Reserve) both in the schools and in practical 
training must have as its mission the task of providing a 
suitable corps of officers for the U.S. Army covering 

a. The organized peace establishment as developed under 
Sec. 3 of the act as amended. b. Such additional trained offi- 
cers as may be necessary to carry out a complete and immediate 
mobilization in the event of a national emergency. 

3. Taking this as in general the combined mission of prac- 
tical training and training in our schools, the following can 
be considered as the mission of schools for officers: 

To provide officers trained correctly in theory and practice 
for all positions in command and staff for the Peace Establish- 
ment of the U.S. Army as organized under Sec. 3, Act of June 
4, 1920, and to provide in addition a reservoir of trained 
officers qualified for organizing and developing to its maximum 


capacity the potential military power of the nation in accord- 
ance with the approved war plans. 

4. The act provides that all brigadier generals of the line 
shall be appointed from an eligible list; also that eligibility for 
General Staff duty, except with reference to initial eligible 


list, requires graduation from General Staff School and, in 
addition, for War Dept. General Staff, graduation from Gen- 
eral Staff College. 

5. A mobilization of the Army for war under Sec. 3 of the 
act will require a large number of commanders and General 
Staff officers, and it is necessary so to develop our school sys- 
tem as to provide the maximum possible number of officers 
from all available sources who may be able to qualify for these 
important positions. The policy indicated in this legislation 
requires development to the fullest extent of our Army school 
system both as to special and general service schools. 

6. The schools of the combat branches must so instruct their 
own officers as to insure eflicient commanders and staff officers. 
In addition must instruct for special duties outside of immediate 
duty with troops to which their officers are subject. Of the 
more important may be mentioned: Duty in the Militia Bu- 
reau, Inspector-instructors for National Guard, duty with Or- 
ganized Reserves, R.O.T.C. duty. 

This is important because perhaps more than 50 per cent. of 
officers of combat branches are habitually assigned to such 
duties. Special schools must also in a sense act as prepara: 
tory schools for General Service Schools so that officers of all 
branches sent to latter may appear there as nearly as possible 
on equal terms. 

7. From foregoing be deduced the special mission of each of 
these schools. 

8. Mission of the Special Service Schools: 

To instruct the officers in their own branch in all essentials 
necessary for a full understanding of duties and functions re- 
quired in that branch, and in addition schools of combat 
branches will give such instruction as will prepare for ad- 
vanced training to be given in General Service Schools. 

Scope of the instruction in schools in each branch must 
include: a. Basic course for all officers, as prescribed in G.O. 
112, War D., 1919. b. Technical and tactical training required 
for a full understanding of branch to which officer belongs, to 
include command and staff functions of tactical units. c. Such 
training as will qualify officers for additional duties not with 
nor in command of troops. d. Such imstruction in schools of 
combat branches as will prepare in best practicable manner for 
entering general service schools. 

Note.—iIn preparation of courses of instruction chiefs of 
all combat branches will confer with War Plans Division, Gen. 
Staff, particularly in regard to character of instruction for 
preparation for entering general service schools. 


Courses for Guard and Reserve Officers. 

e. In addition there will be inaugurated at the various special 
service schools special short courses for officers of National 
Guard and Organized Reserve. Two will be held yearly at 
each school, and programs will be worked out by chiefs of arms 
and services in conjunction with Chief of Militia Bureau, under 
supervision of War Plans Division, and subject to approvar of 
the Chief of Staff. 

NotTe.—Such officers of National Guard or Organized Re- 
serve as may desire and who possess requisite qualifications 
may be authorized to attend full courses at both special and 
general service schools. 

9. The chief of each branch is responsible for so developing 
school of his branch as to give to all of his officers at the proper 
time the essential training indicated in Par. 8. 

10. Mission of the General Service Schools: 

To train officers in the—a. Strategy and tactics of large 
units. b. Functions of commanders of large units. c¢. Fune- 
tions of Gen. Staff officers serving with troops. d. Functions 
of Gen. Staff officers serving at War Department. 

11. The foregoing may be taken as general mission of three 
general service schools, School of the Line, General Staff 
School and General Staff College. Each has a special mission, 
briefly as follows: 

a. School of the Line. To train officers in the—(1) Com- 
bined use of all arms in the division. (2) Proper functions 
of commanders of divisions. (3) Proper functions of General 
Staff officers of divisions. 

Nore.—In order that correct conception may be formed great 
care is necessary in making student officers understand the true 
functions of technical staff officers whose work is to be co- 
ordinated by general staff officers; also the difference between 
functions of commander and functions of a general staff officer. 

b. General Staff School. To train officers in the-—(1) Strategy 
and tactics of large units. (2) Functions of commanders of 
divisions, army corps, and armies. (3) Functions of general 
staff officers of higher combat units. 

Nore.—lIn this school even more than in School of Line 
great care must be exercised that students understand fully 
general functions of technical staff officers whose work is to 
be co-ordinated by them, on the one hand, and difference be- 
tween functions of commander and those of a general staff offi- 
cer, on the other hand. Much time should be given to study 
of functions of commanders. 

ce. General Staff College. To train officers for—(1) High 
command. (2) War Department General Staff duty. 

12, Capacity of General Service Schools: 

To carry out the policy above, and as outlined in National 
Defense act, as amended, it will manifestly be necessary to 
increase largely the capacity of these schools, particularly of 
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School of Line. It may be reasonably assumed that it will 
be but a few years until, under the policy outlined in the act, 
practically all general officers of the line will be appointed, as 
a natural development, from the graduates of the general service 
schools. This fact and the fact that such large numbers of officers 
are necessary for developing the Army under this policy, make 
it essential that all officers who show judgment, capacity and 
willingness of application should have an opportunity to com- 
pete, in the most complete manner possible, for membership in 
all the eligible lists. 

This competition may properly be said to begin in School of 
the Line, but School of Line should not be made the only place 
of competition. An officer’s past record and his future record 
must be considered in determining his eligibility for higher 
training, and it should be considered in general that graduates 
of School of Line, though not selected at once for training in the 
higher schools, are to be considered in list of eligibles for this 
training, provided their subsequent work, in accordance with 
annual reports made upon them, shows that their development 
in this subsequent work justifies their later selection for higher 
training. In this sense all graduates of School of Line and 
those officers who have received equivalent of such training 
either in active operations or otherwise are to be considered 
as eligibles each year when selections are to be made for the 
course in the General Staff School. 

The policy contained in the foregoing contemplates that all 
officers of the combat branches, except a certain percentage of 
those permanently assigned to technical or research work, who 
show sufficient capacity to complete the courses in special ser- 
vice schools and have in fact completed such courses, or equiva- 
lent thereof, to satisfaction of the chief of the branch, will be 
sent to the School of the Line. This will give a definite basis 
as to the capacity to which School of Line must be develope 
in order to fulfil its proper mission in the teg f school 

The percentage of those officers permanently assigned to 
technical, research or laboratory work to be excepted from 
attendance at School of Line will be determined by Chief of 
Staff; basis of this will be proportion of officers of branch 
permanently assigned to such technical or research work. 

13. Detail of officers to attend the General Service Schools: 

a. School of the Line. Detail will be made by War De- 
partment upon recommendation of chiefs of branches, Num- 
bers allotted to each branch will be made so as to comply with 
foregoing general policy. 

b. General Staff School. Detail will be made by Chief of 
Staff of Army: (1) From graduates of School of Line of pre- 
ceding year who were especially recommended therefor. (2) 
From eligibles defined in Par. 12. 

ce. General Staff College. Detail will be made by Chief of 
Staff of Army from following eligible list: (1) Graduates of 
General Staff School or Army Staff College whose suitability 
for higher training in command or staff duty, or both, has been 
fully established by their work at the schools, or graduates 
whose subsequent records justify their detail.

IN MEMORY OF THE BATTLE oF St. MIHIEL. 

Marking -the second anniversary of the battle of 
St. Mihiel, France, which was fought by organizations 
of the American Expeditionary Forces, the commanders 
of the various divisions that took part in that historic 
fight sent greetings to the veterans of these divisions. 
These included Major Gen. Charles P. Summerall, U.S. 
A., Ist Division; Major Gen. John A. Lejeune, U.S.M.C., 
2d Division; Major Gen. John L. Hines, U.S.A., 4th 
Division; Brig. Gen. H. E. Ely, U.S.A., 5th Division; 
Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., 26th Division ; 
Brig. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, U.S.A., 42d Division; 
Col. W. P. Burnham, U.S.A., 82d Division; Major Gen. 
William M. Wright, U.S.A., 89th Division. No reply 
from Major Gen. Henry T. Allen, U.S.A.,- who com- 
manded the 90th Division, A.E.F., and is now in com- 
mand of the American Forces in Germany, with head- 
quarters at Coblenz, had been received by the date of 
the anniversary. In his message of greeting General 
MacArthur, who is now Superintendent of the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy, said: “The most vivid recollection that we 
of the Rainbow Division have of St. Mihiel day is of 
those who went with us two years ago to their last 
charge. We cannot forget. Blue lipped, smudged with 
sludge, chilled by the wind and rain of the foxhole, form- 
ing grimly and without emotion in the murk which the 
ground was throwing up, as heavy as that which the 
skies were letting down, they drove through to their ob- 
jective—and to the judgment seat of God. We shall not 
say that they have died. They have but passed beyond 
the mists that blind us here—and come to the end of 
the Rainbow.” 





Tur SHEARER TORPEDO MOTORBOAT. 
The improved design of the Shearer torpedo motorboat, 
under construction at City Island, N.Y., and which is 


to have sea trials under the direction of U.S. Navy offi- 
cers and of foreign governments, is now nearing com- 
pletion. Experts who have examined the hull are highly 
impressed with its strength and fine but powerful lines, 
which should develop speed and scaworthiness. An earlier 
design of the Shearer boat was built for the Navy De- 
partment during the World War, was adopted after it 
was recommended by the General Board of the Navy and 
underwent most successful trials. A war secret that it is 
now permissible to make public is that no less than 2,000 
of these motorboats were recommended to be built in Eng- 
land under the greatest secrecy, but the project fell 
through by the signing of the armistice. Commanding offi- 
cers of the U.S. Navy serving in the Adriatic were anx- 
ious to get the boats and say that if they had had a large 
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number of these boats which they had recommended they 
“are satisfied they could have cleared up the naval situ- 
ation there and have made history.” ‘The British Ad- 
miralty were also most anxious to get the boats. Lieu- 
tenants Varley, Turner and Merryweather of the Brit- 
ish navy, experts in the use of torpedo craft, in letters 
say that “a supply of the boats would have been of great 
naval value at the battle of Jutland and on the coast of 
Zeebrugge and Ostend.” The coming launch of the boat, 
which is being constructed under expert supervision, it 
is intended shall be quite an event. 
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SuGccests REFORMS IN ISSUANCE OF ORDERS. 

“Now that the long-wished for Army reorganization is 
in sight, it would seem proper that some reform be made 
in the method of issuing orders and instructions,” says 
Lieut. Col. James K. Parsons, U.S.A., in an article on 
“Where Reform Is Needed,” in the September issue of 
the Infantry Journal. He continues: “At present we 
have thé Army Regulations, Drill Regulations, Special 
Regulations, manuals, circulars, general orders and a 
host of others, not to mention the various publications of 
the different services or departments, with the result 
that there reigns throughout the Army ‘confusion worse 
confounded,’ and to know what is what requires the 
ability and resourcefulness of a Philadelphia lawyer. 
Any instruction of a permanent nature issued for the 
government of the Army as a whole, or for any branch 
or department thereof, is an Army regulation, whatever 
the name it may be masquerading under. Regulations 
should be issued in a form of easy access, which is now 
not the case, and never will be the case as long as the 
present method is in vogue. It is needless to say they 
should be issued from one source, as should the various 
Army forms. As it is now we have A.G.O. forms, W.D. 
forms, P. and S. forms, M.B. forms, ete. Army publi- 
cations could easily be reduced to three classes, viz., 
general orders, circulars and Army Regulations.”

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INCREASE OF HoRSES AND MULES. 

A recent survey backed by the Department of Agri- 
culture shows that there are now 27.500,000 horses and 
mules in the country, as against 24,000,000 in 1910, 
despite the fact that we transported 2,500,000 to Europe 
during the war. These figures were given by William E. 
Murphy, national secretary of the Master Horseshoers’ 
Association,, which held its twenty-ninth annual conven- 
tion at Chicago on Sept. 20. 
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ARMY AND Navy CLUB OF AMERICA. 

Leading architects will be asked to submit competitive 
drawings of the $3,000,000 clubhouse the Army and Navy 
Club of America is to build in New York city. Charles 
Dana Gibson, Edwin Howland Blashfield, Henry Bacon 
and Benjamin Morris are included in the committee 
to select the design. The new clubhouse is to be cen- 
trally lecated. Only tentative plans have been decided 
on, but the memorial feature will probably take the form 











of a central court or hall with bronze paneled wails, where 
the names of those who died in the war will be engraved. 
The proposed plans ine at least 400 bedrooms and 
also a large dormitory furnished with cots for use on 
special occasions when the city is crowded with Service 
men. There also will be a large assembly hall and small

Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U.S.A., who commanded 
the Union troops from the state of New York at the 
battle of Antietam, fought on Sept. 16-17, 1862, delivered 
the address at the dedication of a sixty-foot granite shaft 
erected on the battlefield, on the fifty-eighth anniversary 
of the fight. The monument was built by the state of 
New York in memory of the troops from that state who 
fell in the action. Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, com- 
manding the New York Guard, represented Governor 
Smith, of New York. At a reception given in the eve- 
ning by the Chamber of Commerce of Hagerstown, Md., 
which is ten miles from the battlefield, and the nearest 
city, Major Gen. Adelbert Cronkhite, U.S.A., who rep- 
resented the War Department, made an address in which 
he eulogized the Union troops who fought at Antietam. 
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INDIAN MOTHERS OF VETERANS ORGANIZE. 

Announcement of.the formation of the first chapter of 
American Indian War Mothers, at Fort Yates, N.D., was 
made by Mrs. Alice M. French, head of the National 
American War Mothers, at Indianapolis on Sept. 13. The 
members are mothers of American Indians who fought in 
the World War. Officers of the chapter, which has been 
named Cannon Ball, include: Mrs. Bear Ghost, War 
Mother; Mrs. Basil Two Bears, secretary; Mrs. Fast 
Horse, treasurer. Mrs. French has issued a call for an 
executive meeting of the national board of directors of 
the American War Mothers to be held at Louisville, bp 
on Sept. 28-29. The board consists of the national o 
cers and of state war mothers.
